The future colored wives 
and mothers will have not only the 
ambition to get away from the pig- 
sery of the one-rooraen shack, but 
will know how to live as civilized hu- 
man beings 
In this connection, I 


may add that the girls of the senioi 
class take turns, five of them two 
weeks at a time, in keeping house In 
one of the cottages. They are allow- 
ed 60 cents each per week for food. 
Tbe object is to test, under the con- 
ditions of ordinary home life, the pro- 
ficiency of these girls In every branch 
of housekeeping. We inspected one 
of these, cottages, found everything 
In the best of order. It happened to

meal was on a table, covered by spot- 
less linen, and decorated with flow- 
ers.

sent in by neighboring farmers to de- 
termine the percentage of butter fat

In this way, the farmers 


of the neighborhood are learning to 
weed out all cows that do not show 
profit. One end of the dairy building- 
was seated a« a lecture room The- 
ory and practice, here as in every de- 
partment of Tuskeegee, go hand m 
hand.
